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eavy rains in January and 

February caused wide- 
spread damage to Southern Pa- 
cific’s lines in California, some of 
which is still being repaired. 

While final figures are not yet 
available, the total cost of repair- 
ing this damage will undoubtedly 
be substantial. 

During the disastrous winter 
storms of 1964, most of the dam- 
age occurred on the Northwestern 
Pacific and the Oregon Division. 
This year, most of it occurred 
south of San Francisco on the 
Western, San Joaquin and Los 
Angeles Divisions. 

Precipitation for the entire 
state of California averaged about 
300 per cent above normal during 
January and February, but in 
many areas of Southern Califor- 
nia—particularly along the coast 
—it ranged up to 900 per cent 
above normal, according to the 
State Department of Water Re- 
sources, 

Rain-saturated hillsides began 
to slip, and rain-swollen creeks 
and rivers went over their banks. 
For the railroad, this meant mile 
after mile of washouts, slipouts, 
slides, and extensive damage to

bridges, trestles and drainage 
structures, 

On the Western Division’s 
coast line, there was moderate to 
severe damage over a 60-mile area 
starting a few miles south of 
Salinas and continuing down to 
San Luis Obispo. Rain-softened 
ground caused more than 300 
trees to fall on the right-of-way 
in one two-mile stretch of the 
Santa Cruz Branch, and there was 
storm damage on the Monterey 
Branch, too. 

The Los Angeles Division was 
particularly hard-hit by the Jan- 
uary and February storms. Slides, 
washouts and other types of 
trouble caused damage to track 
and structures at more than 140 
points between San Luis Obispo 
and Indio—a distance of about 
360 miles. 

Major trouble spots included 
Surf, Colton, West Palm Springs 
and Thermal, where mainline 
bridges were severely damaged, 
and where there were also wash- 
outs and slides. 

At Capitan, near Santa Bar- 
bara, a slipout of rain-saturated 
earth beneath the right-of-way 
caused a 19-car derailment with

extensive damage to equipment 
and lading. ; 

The division’s branch lines were 
also “clobbered.” Hardest hit was 
the Santa Paula Branch. On 
this 46-mile line, 10 bridges and 
trestles were either lost or dam- 
aged, and hardly a mile of track 
was unaffected by slides, wash- 
outs, and mud and debris over the 
right-of-way. 

The San Bernardino, Riverside, 
Redlands, Baldwin Park, Lom- 
poe and Ojai Branches all sus- 
tained substantial damage to 
track and structures, Repairs on 
some of these Southern California 
branch lines are still going on. 

There were numerous slides 
and washouts on the Palmdale- 
Colton Cutoff. A 1200-foot tem- 
porary line built around a wash- 
out at one location following the 
January storms was swept away 
during the February storms and 
had to be re-built. 

The San Joaquin Division had 
slides, washouts and similar storm 
damage at many locations be- 
tween Bakersfield and Saugus, 
and on the Exeter, Lone Pine and 
Coalinga Branch lines. 

While the most extensive storm 
damage this year occurred south 
of San Francisco, heavy precipita- 
tion in Northern California forced 
the NWP into a day-to-day battle 
against slides, slipouts and wash- 
outs in order to keep its line open. 

Troubles of this kind occur al- 
most every year on the NWP, but 
— in the understated words of 
C. E, Neal, NWP’s vice president 
and general manager, “This year’s 
storms added up to a moderately 
bad winter.” 

Near-record quantities of snow 
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in the Sierra (579 inches at ‘Nor- 
den so far this year) kept the 
Sacramento Division’s big rotaries 
busy. Six of these units were in 
operation at the same time follow- 
ing the January storm. 

The same storm also dumped 
huge amounts of snow on areas of 
the Oregon Division which receive 
little more than traces of it in 
most years. Eugene received 36 
inches — an all-time record 
amount. Highways were blocked, 
making it difficult for our em- 


ployes to get to work, and Eugene . 


Yard itself was closed for four 
days, while all available men and 
machines worked around-the- 
clock to clear tracks and switches. 

While record amounts of snow 
were creating havoc in the valley 
and coastal areas, our trains were 
operating on schedule through 
the mountains, where snow re- 
moval is a normal part of winter 
railroading. 

As they always do when trouble 
strikes any part of the railroad, 


men from many departments 
worked long hours under difficult 
conditions to repair the storm 
damage, restore service and keep 
the line open. For many, the job 
is not yet completed. 

In expressing his appreciation 
for their efforts during this year’s 
storms, W. D. Lamprecht, vice 
president-system operations, said, 
“T’m proud to be associated with 
men like these; you won’t find a 
finer group of railroaders any- 
where.”

Employes are reminded that for 
as little as $5 a month, they can 
share in the ownership of the Com- 
pany by participating in Southern 
Pacific’s stock purchase plan.

Currently, more than 3,000 
employes are enrolled in the 
plan, Hach employe authorizes a 
monthly deduction ranging from 
a minimum of $5 to a maximum 
of $99. Stock is allocated to em- 
ployes in full shares and in frac- 
tional interests in shares to the 
ten-thousanth of a share. 

Employes participating in the 
plan receive the Company’s an- 
nual reports and other material 
issued for the benefit and infor- 
mation of stockholders. They are 
also entitled to vote on all mat- 
ters presented to the Company’s 
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stockholders. 

Southern Pacific’s stock plan is 
administered by Merril! Lynch, 
Pierce, Fenner & Smith, Inc. Em- 
ploye shareholders receive confir- 
mation from this brokerage com- 
pany every time there is a change 
in the amount of stock held for 
their accounts. They may instruct 
Merrill Lynch at any time to sell 
any or all of their shares and frac- 
tional interests in shares. 

Upon such sales, Merrill Lynch 
will mail the employe a check for 
the proceeds, less the regular bro- 
kerage commission, transfer taxes 
and other normal charges. 

Southern Pacific neither asks 
nor suggests that any individual 
employe buy Southern Pacific 
stock. Financial circumstances 
differ widely among families. For 
some, a program of savings 
through accumulation of stock 
may be desirable. For others it 
may be unwise. The program is 
voluntary, and it should be under- 
stood that there is always some 
risk inherent in stock ownership. 
Accordingly, it is important that 
each employe’s decision to partic- 
ipate should come only after a 
careful consideration of his indi- 
vidual circumstances.

A Native of Iran: 


He Invests 
in America 


KBAR EVAZKHANI, a na- 

tive of Iran (formerly Per- 

sia) and an engine foreman on the 

Western Division, believes in in- 
vesting in America. 

Akbar, known as “Archie” to 
the Southern Pacific crews with 
whom he works, has been invest- 
ing part of his salary each month 
in U.S. Savings Bonds since 
shortly after he started with the 
Company at Oakland, Calif., in 
1950. He also has a savings ac- 
count and a few other investments. 

“T’m a capitalist, and I’m proud 
of it,” Archie says with a smile. 
“That’s one of the great things 
about this country. Under our 
Free Enterprise System, all of us 
have the right to accumulate the 
capital it takes to provide finan- 
cial security for ourselves and our 
families.” 

Archie and his wife, Nancy, 
have used part of their capital for 
a down payment on an attractive 
four-bedroom home in Pleasant 
Hill, Calif., which will soon be all 
theirs, and part of it for the con- 
struction of a cabin at Lake Ta- 
hoe, where they and their three 
children go to ski. 

They are continuing to save in 
order to be able to help with their 
children’s education and, eventu- 
ally, to supplement their retire- 
ment income.

Southern Pacific is offering a

derailment on March 19 near 
Suisun-Fairfield, Calif., on the 
main line between Sacramento 
and the San Francisco Bay Area. 

William D. Lamprecht, vice 
president-system operations, said 
the derailment, which involved 
two locomotive units and 30 cars, 
was the result of a “deliberate 
effort to wreck a train with no 
regard to lives endangered.” For- 
tunately, there were no injuries, 
but damage to the equipment, lad- 
ing and track has been estimated 
at about $500,000. 

Southern Pacific police have 
determined that at about mid- 
night, March 18, the rails were 
disconnected by saboteurs, a piece 
of heavy metal jammed into the 
open rail joint and the signal sys- 
tem re-wired so that the signals 
stayed green and could not alert 
the engineer to a break in the 
track. 

FBI agents and Solano County 
Sheriff's officers are working with 
the railroad on the investigation.

Crossing Safety Film Completed 


“Safety Facts About Crossing 
Tracks” is the title of a 15-minute 
sound-color motion picture just 
completed by Southern Pacific’s 
Safety Dept. for use in high 
school driver education classes. 

The film was made in response 
to a suggestion by California’s 
superintendent of schools and pre- 
pared in cooperation with other 
major railroads in California, the 
National Safety Council, and rail- 
road labor organizations. 

It was directed by veteran 
movie maker, Edward L. Carroll, 
asst. superintendent of safety- 
audio visual services, San Fran- 
cisco. 

During the filming of “Safety 
Facts,” a model railroad built by 
Steve Edwards, Jr., draftsman in 
the Mechanical Dept., was used 
to simulate various rail-highway 
crossing incidents. 

The 8-by-12-foot layout re- 
sembles a miniature town with 
HO-gauge models of trains oper- 
ated by Southern Pacific and 
three other western railroads run- 
ning on double track over cross- 
ings with flashing lights and other 
types of protection. This layout is 


the “scene” of several accidents 
and near-accidents, as Carroll’s 
camera zooms in for realistic 
close-ups at speeds measured in 
inches per minute instead of miles 
per hour. 

The miniature set was designed 
so that the buildings could be re- 


moved or interchanged, making it’ 


possible to illustrate seven classic 
situations which often lead to 
crossing accidents. 

Initially, copies of the film will 
be made available by the railroads 
to school districts in California, 
Oregon and Arizona. The film is 
also suitable for general audiences.
